SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


The superintendent of schools of Jefferson pre- 
sents the following report with recommendations for 
the ensuing year :— 

There have been several very significant ad- 
france steps in the work, one of which was the pur- 
chase, at the opening of the year, of three wood- 
working benches with a few tools. A step was thus 
taken toward the introduction into the schools of 
something which would make practical application 
of knowledge through manual training. One bench 
was placed at the Highlands, one at the Meadows, 
and one at BaileyZs, these schools seeming to offer 
the best opportunitiesfor work at that time. The 
boys have been allowed two-heurs per week making 
such useful articles as pointers, shelves, book racks, 
meat boards, picture frames, sand table, ete. In 
many cases these articles have been of value and 
have saved the town the expense of buying. 

While the bovs have been busy at the bench, the 
girls have used the needle and scissors cutting and 
making aprons, shirt waists, holders, hemming sash 
curtains, hemstitching and finishing pillow cases, 
ete. The work at the Meadows has been especially 
successiul. The boys and girls are learning things 
which will be useful all through life, and they are see- 
ing better the application of some of the principles 
learned in books. The superintendent recommends 
placing at least one bench in each school, 
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Another very significant step has been taken in 
providing sanitary drinking fountains.” Where there 
isno running water, pails have been provided with 
faucets and covers. The pupils -bring individual 
drinking cups, and thus the danger from spread of 
disease is greatly lessened. | 

The pupils have been urged’ to keep the buildings 
and yards neat and clean, and without deforcement. 
Generally they have responded with good spirit. At 
the Meadows the pupils haye washed windows, framed 
and hung “pictures, set-eut shade tree, raked yard, 
varnished the teacher’s desk-and-raised money for 
another sloyd bench. By the kindness of some citi- 
zens, the yard has been partially graded. The super- 
intendent much appreciates such a spirit on the part 
of teachers, pupils and citizens. 

At the Highlands, trees were set out, flower beds 
prepared, and ‘the yard improved. At Bailey’s trees 
were set out, flower beds made, a bookease made and 
put up, a sand table constructed and pointers made. 
This yard needs grading very much. At the Hill, 
hooks were put up in the dressing room and some 
pictures provided. Riverton blocked the stone, pro- 
vided a table for reference books, a sand table. and a 
few pictures. The Valley cleared up the yard, pro- 
vided flower beds, and washed floors. Through the 
kindness of citizens the trees were cut from part of 
the vard and the playground improved. These are 
some things which show the good spirit and energy 
of pupils and teachers,’ 

The buildings at the Highlands, Valley and Mead- 
ows have had extensive repairs, and Riverton school- 
house has been shingled. At present the houses at 
Riverton and Bailey’s need the most attention, while 
nearly all need some repairs. There should be some 
method of properly heating and ventilating the study 
rooms, but especially of ventilating the toilets. In 
warm weather, the toilets are a menace to health. 


al 
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There should be a change in the lighting of the rooms 
in some cases. Light should come from the left and 
rear of the student. Students should never face a 
window. The blackboards are in some cases inade- 
quate and wrongly placed. Some maps have been 
provided duying the past vear, but more/are needed, 
as well as some charts for illustrative work. 

Every/building is now provided with a flag and a 
flagpole. ‘This is a splendid step toward. teaching 
patr iotism, 

Phe work of buidnk up school Hbraries which 
was be@un last year has been carried on, and some 
libraries now possess a goodly number of volumes, 
notably thése at Bailey's, 24 volumes; Meadows 
Grammar,’ 22 volumes: ig, 44 volumes; Meadows 
» Primary. 85/yolumes. 

An effort/has been madé to introduce some out- 
door sports forthe pupils’ Volley ball has been 
much enjoyed at one or two schools. Some organ- 
ized sport is better than the haphazard play which 
often leads to roughnesssand injury. 

The work of grading the schools has been carried 
on and good results have been accomplished, al- 
though if is not possible in mixed schools like these 
to gerade as carefully as in classified schoois. And it 
is absolutely Ampossible to do in these mixed schools, 
with so many classes, and only thirty weeks of school- 
ing,as much as can be done in classified schools of 
thirty-six weeks where one teacher has one grade. I 
thakbtore recommend the consolidation of schools as 
soon as possible into one system of classified schools 
with thirty-six weeks in a year. 

~The standard of teaching has been improved by 
the retaining of some good teachers and by the hiring 
of several trained graduates of Normal Schools. New 
methods of teaching are being worked out and the 
bedy of teachers is working long and faithfully for 
the welfare and progress of the pupils. Some very 
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gratifying results are being secured in spite of hin- 
drances mentioned in the preceding paragraph. 

I‘requent teachers’ meetings have been held, at 
Which current events are discussed, papers read on 
methods of teaching, and the psychological side con- 
sidered. A majority of the teachers have attended 
these meetings when possible. Three of the teachers 
employed in the spring suecessfully passed the state 
exannnations during the summer and secured state 
certificates. We now have six teachers who draw 
$200 per week from the state. This is paid by the 
town this year and drawn back in the form of state 
aid next December. 

The superintendent has visited each school, on 
an average, somewhat oftener than once in two 
weeks. He has inspected the buildings, eallng atten- 
tion to any abuse, and commending improvements ; 
delivered supplies; looked after books; outlined 
courses of study; conducted examinations; listened 
to recitations, making suggestions coneerning meth- 
ods of teaching and progress of classes, and noted 
attendance of pupils. . 

The last matter mentioned has consumed an un- 
necessary amount of time and caused an unnecessary 
expense to the town. Not only does the town have 
to pay a truant officer to look up the cases of 
truancy, but the town loses yearly in the amount of 
state aid according to the following law to which the 
attention ofcitizens is hereby called :— 

[.. ‘Toall towns having an equalized valuation 
per pupil of average attendance of less than $2000, 
the sum of $1.75 for every twenty-five pupils, or 
major part thereof, of average attendance for the 
vear next preceding. 

IT. ‘To alltowns having an equalized valuation 
per pupil of $2000, or more, and less than $3000, 
$1.50. 
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Hl. “To ail towns having an equalized valua- 
tion of $3000, and less than $4000, $1.25,” ete. 

Every half-day absence lessens the average at- 
tendance, and renders the town less likely to draw 
state aid. 

Reports of attendance are now sent each week to 
the superintendent, and a comparative report is sent 
back to each school, showing the standing of each 
school reported. Considerable rivalry has been 
aroused between the schools. It is necessary that 
every pupil should attend every day if we are to se- 
cure the best results. One-half day out is value lost, 
which can not be fully made up. 

A class of twelve entered the High School last 
fall, making a school of twenty-four. The courses 
have been changed, so that now we offer an agricul- 
tural and an Enelish course. On account of the new 
course in agriculture it became necessary to secure a 
man who could teach the new subjects. We were 
fortunate in securing Mr. L. A. Carlisle, a graduate 
of the Agricultural College at Durham, who is work- 
ing hard and efficiently for the welfare of the school. 
Miss Holton is still the faithful assistant. A ereat 
effort is beine made to raise the standard of the 
High School; and the faithful, hardworking teachers 
in the mixed schools are trying to give the pupils a 
more thorough preparation for the High School 
work. We need thirty-six weeks in the lower schools. 
Every citizen ought to be proud of the High School 
and give it his unqualified support. 

The new work in the High School this vear has 
been in agronomy, studying soils, drainage, crops, 
fertilizers, machinery, rotation of crops, economy in 
management, ete.” Next vear will come a study of 
animal husbandry and dairying. 

I wish especially to commend the efforts of both 
High School and the mixed schools to maintain liter- 


~ 
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ary programs on Friday afternoons. This gives an 
opportunity for the discussion of current events and 
the reading or speaking of meritorious compositions 
or selections. In several schools literary societies 
have been formed which add much to the interest. 

It is to be regretted that not more parents Visit 
the schools. If only the people would come in and 
Observe the work we should tnuch appreciate it, and 
there could be a just and fair understanding between 
the school and the home. Work of the pupils is kept 
in the portfolios for your inspection. 

[recommend that a by-law be adopted requiring 
pupils to attend school from six years of age to six- 
teen vears of age. 

With the advice of the School Board, 1 reeom- 
mend that the following sums be raised for the eusu-
